Collection Scrap 
Rubber In County 
Over 300,000 Lbs. 


"We made a good start but we 


must finish the Job," was the com- 
ment of W. E. McKinney, chief

county had contributed an average 
of six pounds of scrap rubber per 
person to amass a total of more 
than 300,000 pounds
